By JOHN B. MCDERMOTT 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
Berlin, July 18—(UP)— Rudolf 
Hess and six olher Nazi leaders 
sentenced to prison in the Nuern- 
berg war crimes trial were flown 
secretly to Berlin todtiy to serve 
their time in the red brick Spanclaa 
prison, 


The Nazi convicts came 
from 


Nuernberg in an army plane wilh 
blackout windows It landed at Ga 
tow air field, in the British sector 
of Berlin, three miles from Span- 
dau Ihe grim prison 
where • the 


Nazis lodge Iheir enemies in 
Ihe 


days of Hitlerism. 
The Nazis were brough lo Berlin 


nine months after the hanging of 
10 of their fellow defendants and 
the suicide of an eleventh Herman 
Gocrring, on the eve of the

execulion al Nuernberg.

so that impulses which originate 
within the chest may appear to be 
coming from the upper extremity. 


Angina pectoris becomes more 
frequent as we grow older, being 
most frequent after 50. Arteries 
which supply the heart muscle with 
blood develop patches of hardening 
and this interferes with the blood 
flow during periods of extra de- 
mand. Chest pains resulting from 
hardening of the arteries arc not 
lo bo confused with those which 
occur when a clot forms in the 
circulation (coronary thrombosis). 


Limit Activities 
Physichms advise patients with 
angina pectoris to limit their act- 
ivities to the point at which the 
licart muscle circulation is adequate 
It is much better lo do things ev- 
enly and smoothly than to work in 
spurts. 
. 
Over-eating is to be avoided be- 
cause n full stomach can cause dis- 
tress, f the patient is overweight 
he should reduce to lessen the ex-' 
tra load the heart must carry 'in 
attempting to circulate the blood 
through unnecessary fat. 
Smoking tends 
: to constrict the 
arteries and it may induce attacks 
of angina pectoris. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 
I can'neutralize the constricting ef- 
fect of tobacco upon my arteries 
by drinking a highball at the same 
time. 
ANSWER: Investigations by Di'. 
Grace Roth show that the effect of 
tobacco on the circulation is rapid, 
while the dilating effect of alcohol 
is slow, with the result that your 
vessels will be constricted before 
the alcohol has had u chance to 
work.

Flood control is planned by the 


U. S. corps of engineers, but Con- 
gress must okay the 
plans 
and 


vote the money for the work. 


The work itself is done by private 
contractors, who bid for the jobs, 
under the guidance of the 
engi- 
neers. 


Floods are stopped in a number 


of ways. .For example 
take 
the 


lower Mississippi river. 


(Below Cairo, 111., the Mississip- 


pi is called the lower river. 
Its 


the upper river from Cairo nil the 
way up to where it starts in Min- 
nesota.) 


When the lower river flooded in 


1927 
Congress told the engineers to 


control it. This is how they did it: 


1. Levees, banks built up behind 


the natural banks of the river to 
keep il from flooding over into the 
countryside. 


2. Channels. More lhan 150 miles 


of river were wiped oul by culling 
new channels through bends where 
the river had built up too much 
pressure. 


3. Flopdways. 
Dry 
reservoirs 


were built near the river. River 
water is allowed to flow into ihem 
at 
a 
flood time. 


This water is held in the reser- 


voirs until the danger of flood is 
past. Then it is turned back into 
the river. 


4. Revetments. These are 
mats 


of concrete, metal or willows built 
along some levees to keep them 
from caving or washing away. 


So much for whats been done, 


and is being done, on the 
lower 
river. 


In 1937 the Ohio river ran wild. 


Then Congress told the engineers 
to work out flood control for 
the 


whole nation. 


They came up with a plan to pre- 


vent floods in any river or place 
where they might' occur. This plan 
includes: 


Not only the upper Mississippi 


Ohio and the great Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Red rivers but rivers 
as far away as the Sacramento in 
California and the Connecticut 
in 


New England. 
Except for the war years, the en- 


gineers have been working on that 
plan since 1938. At the rate they're 
going, they won't finish it for 40 
years. 
The rate depends upon the money 


Congress gives them. Thais 
why 


President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to vote money to do the 
job in 10 years. 
This is the job the engineers have 
been doing: 
. 
i 


1. Dams or 
reservoirs. 
Water 
fronrrriain rivers can 
be turned 


into them to prevent flooding. 


2. Levees, where necessary. 
3. Floodwalls. 
Concrete 
walls 


built around city shorelines. 


4. Reforestation. Rainwater, not 


absorbed by trees or other plant 
life, runs off into streams which in 


into 
rivers 
swelling 


rainwater, 
the 


Agriculture Department has start- 
ed a tree-planting program. 


5. Plowing. This means plowing 


in sjch a way that topsoil wonl 
wash away from 
farmland lhat 


slopes toward tho rivers. 


Example: Contour 
plowing, 
in 


which the furrows run parallel to a 
river, instead of straight furrows 
that run directly toward a river. 


Those are Ihe main methods of 


flood control, ut some of them can 
be turned to other uses. For ex- 
ample take the water in dams or 
reservoirs: 


1. In dry country it can be chan- 


nelled off to irrigate the soil 
in- 


slead of flowing back into a river. 


2. In some places the dammed 


up water can be used for electric 
power. 


3. Or the dammed up water can 
be used for recreation, 
such 
as 


fishing, sailing swimming.

Washington, July 21 —(IP)— 
Re- 


publican Senator Morse (Ore) ap- 
plied fresh pressure on party lead- 
ers today for passage of two more 
veterans aid bills. 
Four, of them — including 
the 
terminal leave bond cashing meas- 
ure which went to President Tru- 
man — won Senate approval in a' 
long Saturday session. 
But Morse's chances for 
quick 
action on his proposals 
appeared 
dim as the result of a promise by 
GOP chiefs giving top priority to- 
day to legislation seeking an ' in- 
vestigation into the Justice Depart- 
ment's 
handling of vote 
fraud 
charges in the 1946 Kansas 
City 
Democratic primary. 
Despite the prospect of prolonged 
depate on this 
measure, 
Morse 
said he intended "to do whatever 
I can" to bring his two bills to a 
vote today. They would: 


1. Increase salary ceilings cover- 
ing 
on-the-job veterans training 
from the present $175 a month for 
single -veterans to $200, and from 
$200 to $250 for those who are mar- 
ried. 


2. Authorize a 15 percent hike in 
grants to disabled veterans under 
a rehabilitation program. 
Neither bill has been acted upon 
by the House, which 
makes 
it 


doubtful that Congress could com- 
plete consideration by 
Saturday, 


the date scheduled 
for adjourn- 
ment. 


The terminal pay bond measure 
won approval by a vote of 85 to 0. 
It authorizes, but does not 
re- 
quire, the cashing after September 
1 of an estimated $1,800000000 in 
special five;year bonds held by an 
estimated 9000,000 veterans. 


against the employers before he 
can make general promises to the 
membership. 


If he were boss of the recording 


field, however, Mr. Petrillo would 
have nobody to threaten.

For his past perform- 
ances certainly contributed to the 
public indignation which gave rise, 
to laws restricting the power of 
unions. If he now goes ahead with

Flood Control Projects Cut 
Soil Erosion and Provide 
New Sources of Electricity

In true angina poctoris there are 
repeated attacks of pain beneath 
the breast bone or sternum which 
vary from a slight sense of heavi- 
ness to severe vise-like pain. Us- 
ual cause is physical exertion such 
as climbing stairs, walking against 
a heavy wind, or performing some 
unnacustomccl physical task. Oth- 
er factors are excitement, worry, or 
a heavy meal. 
Chest pains in angina pectoris 


have, a tendency to radiate to the 
left shoulder and arm. Nerve con- 
nections from the shoulder 
arm 
and chost are connected.in the neclt 
so that impulses which originate 
within the chest may appear to be 
coming from the upper extremity. 


Angina pectoris becomes more 
frequent as we grow older, being 
most frequent after 50. Arteries 
which supply the heart muscle with 
blood develop patches of hardening 
and this interferes with the blood 
flow during periods of extra de- 
mand. Chest pains resulting from 
hardening of the arteries arc not 
lo bo confused with those which 
occur when a clot forms in the 
circulation (coronary thrombosis). 


Limit Activities 
Physichms advise patients with 
angina pectoris to limit their act- 
ivities to the point at which the 
licart muscle circulation is adequate 
It is much better lo do things ev- 
enly and smoothly than to work in 
spurts. 
. 
Over-eating is to be avoided be- 
cause n full stomach can cause dis- 
tress, f the patient is overweight 
he should reduce to lessen the ex-' 
tra load the heart must carry 'in 
attempting to circulate the blood 
through unnecessary fat. 
Smoking tends 
: to constrict the 
arteries and it may induce attacks 
of angina pectoris. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 
I can'neutralize the constricting ef- 
fect of tobacco upon my arteries 
by drinking a highball at the same 
time. 
ANSWER: Investigations by Di'. 
Grace Roth show that the effect of 
tobacco on the circulation is rapid, 
while the dilating effect of alcohol 
is slow, with the result that your 
vessels will be constricted before 
the alcohol has had u chance to 
work.

of things besides stopping floods. 


It saves the nations precious top- 


soil from washing away. And 
it 


dams up water for electric power 
irrigation and recreation. 


Flood control is planned by the 


U. S. corps of engineers, but Con- 
gress must okay the 
plans 
and 


vote the money for the work. 


The work itself is done by private 
contractors, who bid for the jobs, 
under the guidance of the 
engi- 
neers. 


Floods are stopped in a number 


of ways. .For example 
take 
the 


lower Mississippi river. 


(Below Cairo, 111., the Mississip- 


pi is called the lower river. 
Its 


the upper river from Cairo nil the 
way up to where it starts in Min- 
nesota.) 


When the lower river flooded in 


1927 
Congress told the engineers to 


control it. This is how they did it: 


1. Levees, banks built up behind 


the natural banks of the river to 
keep il from flooding over into the 
countryside. 


2. Channels. More lhan 150 miles 


of river were wiped oul by culling 
new channels through bends where 
the river had built up too much 
pressure. 


3. Flopdways. 
Dry 
reservoirs 


were built near the river. River 
water is allowed to flow into ihem 
at 
a 
flood time. 


This water is held in the reser- 


voirs until the danger of flood is 
past. Then it is turned back into 
the river. 


4. Revetments. These are 
mats 


of concrete, metal or willows built 
along some levees to keep them 
from caving or washing away. 


So much for whats been done, 


and is being done, on the 
lower 
river. 


In 1937 the Ohio river ran wild. 


Then Congress told the engineers 
to work out flood control for 
the 


whole nation. 


They came up with a plan to pre- 


vent floods in any river or place 
where they might' occur. This plan 
includes: 


Not only the upper Mississippi 


Ohio and the great Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Red rivers but rivers 
as far away as the Sacramento in 
California and the Connecticut 
in 


New England. 
Except for the war years, the en- 


gineers have been working on that 
plan since 1938. At the rate they're 
going, they won't finish it for 40 
years. 
The rate depends upon the money 


Congress gives them. Thais 
why 


President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to vote money to do the 
job in 10 years. 
This is the job the engineers have 
been doing:

1. Dams or 
reservoirs. 
Water 
fronrrriain rivers can 
be turned 


into them to prevent flooding. 


2. Levees, where necessary. 
3. Floodwalls.

built around city shorelines. 


4. Reforestation. Rainwater, not 


absorbed by trees or other plant 
life, runs off into streams which in 


into 
rivers 
swelling 


rainwater, 
the 


Agriculture Department has start- 
ed a tree-planting program. 


5. Plowing. This means plowing 


in sjch a way that topsoil wonl 
wash away from 
farmland lhat 


slopes toward tho rivers. 


Example: Contour 
plowing, 
in 


which the furrows run parallel to a 
river, instead of straight furrows 
that run directly toward a river. 


Those are Ihe main methods of 


flood control, ut some of them can 
be turned to other uses. For ex- 
ample take the water in dams or 
reservoirs: 


1. In dry country it can be chan- 


nelled off to irrigate the soil 
in- 


slead of flowing back into a river. 


2. In some places the dammed 


up water can be used for electric 
power. 


3. Or the dammed up water can 
be used for recreation, 
such 
as 


fishing, sailing swimming.

Ask Passage 
of Two More 
Gl Bills 


Washington, July 21 —(IP)— 
Re- 


publican Senator Morse (Ore) ap- 
plied fresh pressure on party lead- 
ers today for passage of two more 
veterans aid bills. 
Four, of them — including 
the 
terminal leave bond cashing meas- 
ure which went to President Tru- 
man — won Senate approval in a' 
long Saturday session. 
But Morse's chances for 
quick 
action on his proposals 
appeared 
dim as the result of a promise by 
GOP chiefs giving top priority to- 
day to legislation seeking an ' in- 
vestigation into the Justice Depart- 
ment's 
handling of vote 
fraud 
charges in the 1946 Kansas 
City 
Democratic primary. 
Despite the prospect of prolonged 
depate on this 
measure, 
Morse 
said he intended "to do whatever 
I can" to bring his two bills to a 
vote today. They would: 


1. Increase salary ceilings cover- 
ing 
on-the-job veterans training 
from the present $175 a month for 
single -veterans to $200, and from 
$200 to $250 for those who are mar- 
ried. 


2. Authorize a 15 percent hike in 
grants to disabled veterans under 
a rehabilitation program. 
Neither bill has been acted upon 
by the House, which 
makes 
it 


doubtful that Congress could com- 
plete consideration by 
Saturday, 


the date scheduled 
for adjourn- 
ment. 


The terminal pay bond measure 
won approval by a vote of 85 to 0. 
It authorizes, but does not 
re- 
quire, the cashing after September 
1 of an estimated $1,800000000 in 
special five;year bonds held by an 
estimated 9000,000 veterans. 


against the employers before he 
can make general promises to the 
membership. 


If he were boss of the recording 


field, however, Mr. Petrillo would 
have nobody to threaten. Instead, 
he might conceivably run into a 
little labor trouble. For ho would 
have to set the fees for the perfor- 
mers who made records. Unless 
ho wanted to put money in 
tho 


members' pockets with one hand 
and take it out with the other, he 
would have to set fees which al- 
lowed him to at least break even. 
There would be no more dickering 
by top orchestra leaders with sev- 
eral recording companies for the 
best deal they could get. 


This is not to say tlint Mr. Pe- 


trillo doesn't have a case for his 
membership on many points. It is 
obviously unfair, for instance, that 
a disc jockey can make a six-figure 
annual salary by playing records 
for which the performing musicians 
received only a single modest fee. 
But a policy of made work nnd 
feather-bedding doesn't seem the 
best cure for this condition. 


Mr. Petrillo has hurt his men's 
cause by his defiant, dictatorial 
attitude and by his own unfairness. 
In fact, he has hurt the cause of 
all labor. For his past perform- 
ances certainly contributed to the 
public indignation which gave rise, 
to laws restricting the power of 
unions. If he now goes ahead with 
his proposal to solve the musicians' 
problems by creating a record- 
making monopoly, somebody 
is 


pretty sure lo throw the book at 
him oven harder.

Flood Control Projects Cut 
Soil Erosion and Provide 
New Sources of Electricity

In true angina poctoris there are 
repeated attacks of pain beneath 
the breast bone or sternum which 
vary from a slight sense of heavi- 
ness to severe vise-like pain. Us- 
ual cause is physical exertion such 
as climbing stairs, walking against 
a heavy wind, or performing some 
unnacustomccl physical task. Oth- 
er factors are excitement, worry, or 
a heavy meal. 
Chest pains in angina pectoris 


have, a tendency to radiate to the 
left shoulder and arm. Nerve con- 
nections from the shoulder 
arm 
and chost are connected.in the neclt 
so that impulses which originate 
within the chest may appear to be 
coming from the upper extremity. 


Angina pectoris becomes more 
frequent as we grow older, being 
most frequent after 50. Arteries 
which supply the heart muscle with 
blood develop patches of hardening 
and this interferes with the blood 
flow during periods of extra de- 
mand. Chest pains resulting from 
hardening of the arteries arc not 
lo bo confused with those which 
occur when a clot forms in the 
circulation (coronary thrombosis). 


Limit Activities 
Physichms advise patients with 
angina pectoris to limit their act- 
ivities to the point at which the 
licart muscle circulation is adequate 
It is much better lo do things ev- 
enly and smoothly than to work in 
spurts. 
. 
Over-eating is to be avoided be- 
cause n full stomach can cause dis- 
tress, f the patient is overweight 
he should reduce to lessen the ex-' 
tra load the heart must carry 'in 
attempting to circulate the blood 
through unnecessary fat. 
Smoking tends 
: to constrict the 
arteries and it may induce attacks 
of angina pectoris. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 
I can'neutralize the constricting ef- 
fect of tobacco upon my arteries 
by drinking a highball at the same 
time. 
ANSWER: Investigations by Di'. 
Grace Roth show that the effect of 
tobacco on the circulation is rapid, 
while the dilating effect of alcohol 
is slow, with the result that your 
vessels will be constricted before 
the alcohol has had u chance to 
work.

Flood control is planned by the 


U. S. corps of engineers, but Con- 
gress must okay the

and 


vote the money for the work. 


The work itself is done by private 
contractors, who bid for the jobs, 
under the guidance of the 
engi- 
neers. 


Floods are stopped in a number 


of ways. .For example 
take 
the 


lower Mississippi river. 


(Below Cairo, 111., the Mississip- 


pi is called the lower river. 
Its 


the upper river from Cairo nil the 
way up to where it starts in Min- 
nesota.) 


When the lower river flooded in 


1927 
Congress told the engineers to 


control it. This is how they did it: 


1. Levees, banks built up behind 


the natural banks of the river to 
keep il from flooding over into the 
countryside. 


2. Channels. More lhan 150 miles 


of river were wiped oul by culling 
new channels through bends where 
the river had built up too much 
pressure. 


3. Flopdways. 
Dry 
reservoirs 


were built near the river. River 
water is allowed to flow into ihem 
at 
a 
flood time. 


This water is held in the reser- 


voirs until the danger of flood is 
past. Then it is turned back into 
the river. 


4. Revetments. These are 
mats 


of concrete, metal or willows built 
along some levees to keep them 
from caving or washing away. 


So much for whats been done, 


and is being done, on the 
lower 
river. 


In 1937 the Ohio river ran wild. 


Then Congress told the engineers 
to work out flood control for 
the 


whole nation. 


They came up with a plan to pre- 


vent floods in any river or place 
where they might' occur. This plan 
includes: 


Not only the upper Mississippi 


Ohio and the great Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Red rivers but rivers 
as far away as the Sacramento in 
California and the Connecticut 
in 


New England. 
Except for the war years, the en- 


gineers have been working on that 
plan since 1938. At the rate they're 
going, they won't finish it for 40 
years. 
The rate depends upon the money 


Congress gives them. Thais 
why 


President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to vote money to do the 
job in 10 years. 
This is the job the engineers have 
been doing: 
. 
i 


1. Dams or 
reservoirs. 
Water 
fronrrriain rivers can 
be turned 


into them to prevent flooding. 


2. Levees, where necessary. 
3. Floodwalls. 
Concrete 
walls 


built around city shorelines. 


4. Reforestation. Rainwater, not 


absorbed by trees or other plant 
life, runs off into streams which in 


into 
rivers 
swelling 


rainwater, 
the 


Agriculture Department has start- 
ed a tree-planting program. 


5. Plowing. This means plowing 


in sjch a way that topsoil wonl 
wash away from 
farmland lhat 


slopes toward tho rivers. 


Example: Contour 
plowing, 
in 


which the furrows run parallel to a 
river, instead of straight furrows 
that run directly toward a river. 


Those are Ihe main methods of 


flood control, ut some of them can 
be turned to other uses. For ex- 
ample take the water in dams or 
reservoirs: 


1. In dry country it can be chan- 


nelled off to irrigate the soil 
in- 


slead of flowing back into a river. 


2. In some places the dammed 


up water can be used for electric 
power. 


3. Or the dammed up water can 
be used for recreation, 
such 
as 


fishing, sailing swimming.

of the 216,000 members claimed by 
his union. (We think, though, that

out of business and compel his 
boys to work for him, he couldn't 
coerce the public into buying all 
the records they turned out. 
"Music, as -art or business, is -high- 
ly competitive. Yet many, perhaps 
most, AFM locals do not require 
auditions or proficiency tests for 
membership. 
The skilled union 


members rise to the top and the 
less skilled brothers remain below. 
There's nothing Mr. Petrillo can do 
about that. 


Thus mass employment in music 
is hard to achieve, however just 
and proper it is in theory. Mr. Pe- 
trillo can force a theater manager 
to hire musicians he doesn't, need, 
doesn't want and won't use. 
But 


ho can't force the public to listen 
to music that is full of sciucaks, 
clinkers and sour notes. So he has

Washington, July 21 —(IP)— 
Re- 


publican Senator Morse (Ore) ap- 
plied fresh pressure on party lead- 
ers today for passage of two more 
veterans aid bills. 
Four, of them — including 
the 
terminal leave bond cashing meas- 
ure which went to President Tru- 
man — won Senate approval in a' 
long Saturday session. 
But Morse's chances for 
quick 
action on his proposals 
appeared 
dim as the result of a promise by 
GOP chiefs giving top priority to- 
day to legislation seeking an ' in- 
vestigation into the Justice Depart- 
ment's 
handling of vote 
fraud 
charges in the 1946 Kansas 
City 
Democratic primary. 
Despite the prospect of prolonged 
depate on this 
measure, 
Morse 
said he intended "to do whatever 
I can" to bring his two bills to a 
vote today. They would: 


1. Increase salary ceilings cover- 
ing 
on-the-job veterans training 
from the present $175 a month for 
single -veterans to $200, and from 
$200 to $250 for those who are mar- 
ried. 


2. Authorize a 15 percent hike in 
grants to disabled veterans under 
a rehabilitation program. 
Neither bill has been acted upon 
by the House, which 
makes 
it 


doubtful that Congress could com- 
plete consideration by 
Saturday, 


the date scheduled 
for adjourn- 
ment. 


The terminal pay bond measure 
won approval by a vote of 85 to 0. 
It authorizes, but does not 
re- 
quire, the cashing after September 
1 of an estimated $1,800000000 in 
special five;year bonds held by an 
estimated 9000,000 veterans. 


against the employers before he 
can make general promises to the 
membership. 


If he were boss of the recording

Mr. Petrillo has hurt his men's 
cause by his defiant, dictatorial 
attitude and by his own unfairness. 
In fact, he has hurt the cause of 
all labor. For his past perform- 
ances certainly contributed to the 
public indignation which gave rise, 
to laws restricting the power of 
unions. If he now goes ahead with 
his proposal to solve the musicians' 
problems by creating a record- 
making monopoly, somebody 
is 


pretty sure lo throw the book at 
him oven harder.

In true angina poctoris there are 
repeated attacks of pain beneath 
the breast bone or sternum which 
vary from a slight sense of heavi- 
ness to severe vise-like pain. Us- 
ual cause is physical exertion such 
as climbing stairs, walking against 
a heavy wind, or performing some 
unnacustomccl physical task. Oth- 
er factors are excitement, worry, or 
a heavy meal. 
Chest pains in angina pectoris 


have, a tendency to radiate to the 
left shoulder and arm. Nerve con- 
nections from the shoulder 
arm 
and chost are connected.in the neclt 
so that impulses which originate 
within the chest may appear to be 
coming from the upper extremity. 


Angina pectoris becomes more 
frequent as we grow older, being 
most frequent after 50. Arteries 
which supply the heart muscle with 
blood develop patches of hardening 
and this interferes with the blood 
flow during periods of extra de- 
mand. Chest pains resulting from 
hardening of the arteries arc not 
lo bo confused with those which 
occur when a clot forms in the 
circulation (coronary thrombosis). 


Limit Activities 
Physichms advise patients with 
angina pectoris to limit their act- 
ivities to the point at which the 
licart muscle circulation is adequate 
It is much better lo do things ev- 
enly and smoothly than to work in 
spurts. 
. 
Over-eating is to be avoided be- 
cause n full stomach can cause dis- 
tress, f the patient is overweight 
he should reduce to lessen the ex-' 
tra load the heart must carry 'in 
attempting to circulate the blood 
through unnecessary fat. 
Smoking tends 
: to constrict the 
arteries and it may induce attacks 
of angina pectoris. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 
I can'neutralize the constricting ef- 
fect of tobacco upon my arteries 
by drinking a highball at the same 
time. 
ANSWER: Investigations by Di'. 
Grace Roth show that the effect of 
tobacco on the circulation is rapid, 
while the dilating effect of alcohol 
is slow, with the result that your 
vessels will be constricted before 
the alcohol has had u chance to 
work.

The work itself is done by private 
contractors, who bid for the jobs, 
under the guidance of the

neers. 


Floods are stopped in a number 


of ways. .For example 
take 
the 


lower Mississippi river. 


(Below Cairo, 111., the Mississip- 


pi is called the lower river. 
Its 


the upper river from Cairo nil the 
way up to where it starts in Min- 
nesota.) 


When the lower river flooded in 


1927 
Congress told the engineers to 


control it. This is how they did it: 


1. Levees, banks built up behind 


the natural banks of the river to 
keep il from flooding over into the 
countryside. 


2. Channels. More lhan 150 miles 


of river were wiped oul by culling 
new channels through bends where 
the river had built up too much 
pressure. 


3. Flopdways. 
Dry 
reservoirs 


were built near the river. River 
water is allowed to flow into ihem 
at 
a 
flood time. 


This water is held in the reser- 


voirs until the danger of flood is 
past. Then it is turned back into 
the river. 


4. Revetments. These are 
mats 


of concrete, metal or willows built 
along some levees to keep them 
from caving or washing away. 


So much for whats been done, 


and is being done, on the 
lower 
river. 


In 1937 the Ohio river ran wild. 


Then Congress told the engineers 
to work out flood control for 
the 


whole nation. 


They came up with a plan to pre- 


vent floods in any river or place 
where they might' occur. This plan 
includes: 


Not only the upper Mississippi 


Ohio and the great Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Red rivers but rivers 
as far away as the Sacramento in 
California and the Connecticut 
in 


New England. 
Except for the war years, the en- 


gineers have been working on that 
plan since 1938. At the rate they're 
going, they won't finish it for 40 
years. 
The rate depends upon the money 


Congress gives them. Thais 
why 


President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to vote money to do the 
job in 10 years. 
This is the job the engineers have 
been doing: 
. 
i 


1. Dams or 
reservoirs. 
Water 
fronrrriain rivers can 
be turned 


into them to prevent flooding. 


2. Levees, where necessary. 
3. Floodwalls. 
Concrete 
walls 


built around city shorelines. 


4. Reforestation. Rainwater, not 


absorbed by trees or other plant 
life, runs off into streams which in 


into 
rivers 
swelling 


rainwater, 
the 


Agriculture Department has start- 
ed a tree-planting program. 


5. Plowing. This means plowing 


in sjch a way that topsoil wonl 
wash away from 
farmland lhat 


slopes toward tho rivers. 


Example: Contour 
plowing, 
in 


which the furrows run parallel to a 
river, instead of straight furrows 
that run directly toward a river. 


Those are Ihe main methods of 


flood control, ut some of them can 
be turned to other uses. For ex- 
ample take the water in dams or 
reservoirs: 


1. In dry country it can be chan- 


nelled off to irrigate the soil 
in- 


slead of flowing back into a river. 


2. In some places the dammed 


up water can be used for electric 
power. 


3. Or the dammed up water can 
be used for recreation, 
such 
as 


fishing, sailing swimming.

Washington, July 21 —(IP)— 
Re- 


publican Senator Morse (Ore) ap- 
plied fresh pressure on party lead- 
ers today for passage of two more 
veterans aid bills. 
Four, of them — including 
the 
terminal leave bond cashing meas- 
ure which went to President Tru- 
man — won Senate approval in a' 
long Saturday session. 
But Morse's chances for 
quick 
action on his proposals 
appeared 
dim as the result of a promise by 
GOP chiefs giving top priority to- 
day to legislation seeking an ' in- 
vestigation into the Justice Depart- 
ment's 
handling of vote 
fraud 
charges in the 1946 Kansas 
City 
Democratic primary. 
Despite the prospect of prolonged 
depate on this 
measure, 
Morse 
said he intended "to do whatever 
I can" to bring his two bills to a 
vote today. They would: 


1. Increase salary ceilings cover- 
ing 
on-the-job veterans training 
from the present $175 a month for 
single -veterans to $200, and from 
$200 to $250 for those who are mar- 
ried. 


2. Authorize a 15 percent hike in 
grants to disabled veterans under 
a rehabilitation program. 
Neither bill has been acted upon 
by the House, which 
makes 
it 


doubtful that Congress could com- 
plete consideration by 
Saturday, 


the date scheduled 
for adjourn- 
ment. 


The terminal pay bond measure 
won approval by a vote of 85 to 0. 
It authorizes, but does not 
re- 
quire, the cashing after September 
1 of an estimated $1,800000000 in 
special five;year bonds held by an 
estimated 9000,000 veterans. 


against the employers before he 
can make general promises to the 
membership. 


If he were boss of the recording 


field, however, Mr. Petrillo would 
have nobody to threaten.

Mr. Petrillo has hurt his men's 
cause by his defiant, dictatorial 
attitude and by his own unfairness.

For his past perform- 
ances certainly contributed to the 
public indignation which gave rise, 
to laws restricting the power of 
unions. If he now goes ahead with

Soil Erosion and Provide 
New Sources of Electricity

In true angina poctoris there are 
repeated attacks of pain beneath 
the breast bone or sternum which 
vary from a slight sense of heavi- 
ness to severe vise-like pain. Us- 
ual cause is physical exertion such 
as climbing stairs, walking against 
a heavy wind, or performing some 
unnacustomccl physical task. Oth- 
er factors are excitement, worry, or 
a heavy meal. 
Chest pains in angina pectoris 


have, a tendency to radiate to the 
left shoulder and arm. Nerve con- 
nections from the shoulder 
arm 
and chost are connected.in the neclt 
so that impulses which originate 
within the chest may appear to be 
coming from the upper extremity. 


Angina pectoris becomes more 
frequent as we grow older, being 
most frequent after 50. Arteries 
which supply the heart muscle with 
blood develop patches of hardening 
and this interferes with the blood 
flow during periods of extra de- 
mand. Chest pains resulting from 
hardening of the arteries arc not 
lo bo confused with those which 
occur when a clot forms in the 
circulation (coronary thrombosis). 


Limit Activities 
Physichms advise patients with 
angina pectoris to limit their act- 
ivities to the point at which the 
licart muscle circulation is adequate 
It is much better lo do things ev- 
enly and smoothly than to work in 
spurts. 
. 
Over-eating is to be avoided be- 
cause n full stomach can cause dis- 
tress, f the patient is overweight 
he should reduce to lessen the ex-' 
tra load the heart must carry 'in 
attempting to circulate the blood 
through unnecessary fat. 
Smoking tends 
: to constrict the 
arteries and it may induce attacks 
of angina pectoris. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 
I can'neutralize the constricting ef- 
fect of tobacco upon my arteries 
by drinking a highball at the same 
time. 
ANSWER: Investigations by Di'. 
Grace Roth show that the effect of 
tobacco on the circulation is rapid, 
while the dilating effect of alcohol 
is slow, with the result that your 
vessels will be constricted before 
the alcohol has had u chance to 
work.

of things besides stopping floods. 


It saves the nations precious top- 


soil from washing away. And 
it 


dams up water for electric power 
irrigation and recreation. 


Flood control is planned by the 


U. S. corps of engineers, but Con- 
gress must okay the 
plans 
and 


vote the money for the work. 


The work itself is done by private 
contractors, who bid for the jobs, 
under the guidance of the 
engi- 
neers. 


Floods are stopped in a number 


of ways. .For example 
take 
the 


lower Mississippi river. 


(Below Cairo, 111., the Mississip- 


pi is called the lower river. 
Its 


the upper river from Cairo nil the 
way up to where it starts in Min- 
nesota.) 


When the lower river flooded in 


1927 
Congress told the engineers to 


control it. This is how they did it: 


1. Levees, banks built up behind 


the natural banks of the river to 
keep il from flooding over into the 
countryside. 


2. Channels. More lhan 150 miles 


of river were wiped oul by culling 
new channels through bends where 
the river had built up too much 
pressure. 


3. Flopdways. 
Dry 
reservoirs 


were built near the river. River 
water is allowed to flow into ihem 
at 
a 
flood time. 


This water is held in the reser- 


voirs until the danger of flood is 
past. Then it is turned back into 
the river. 


4. Revetments. These are 
mats 


of concrete, metal or willows built 
along some levees to keep them 
from caving or washing away. 


So much for whats been done, 


and is being done, on the 
lower 
river. 


In 1937 the Ohio river ran wild. 


Then Congress told the engineers 
to work out flood control for 
the 


whole nation. 


They came up with a plan to pre- 


vent floods in any river or place 
where they might' occur. This plan 
includes: 


Not only the upper Mississippi 


Ohio and the great Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Red rivers but rivers 
as far away as the Sacramento in 
California and the Connecticut 
in 


New England. 
Except for the war years, the en- 


gineers have been working on that 
plan since 1938. At the rate they're 
going, they won't finish it for 40 
years. 
The rate depends upon the money 


Congress gives them. Thais 
why 


President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to vote money to do the 
job in 10 years. 
This is the job the engineers have 
been doing:

1. Dams or 
reservoirs. 
Water 
fronrrriain rivers can 
be turned 


into them to prevent flooding. 


2. Levees, where necessary. 
3. Floodwalls. 
Concrete 
walls 


built around city shorelines. 


4. Reforestation. Rainwater, not 


absorbed by trees or other plant 
life, runs off into streams which in 


into 
rivers 
swelling 


rainwater, 
the 


Agriculture Department has start- 
ed a tree-planting program. 


5. Plowing. This means plowing 


in sjch a way that topsoil wonl 
wash away from 
farmland lhat 


slopes toward tho rivers. 


Example: Contour 
plowing, 
in 


which the furrows run parallel to a 
river, instead of straight furrows 
that run directly toward a river. 


Those are Ihe main methods of

nelled off to irrigate the soil

up water can be used for electric 
power. 


3. Or the dammed up water can 
be used for recreation, 
such 
as 


fishing, sailing swimming.

Washington, July 21 —(IP)— 
Re- 


publican Senator Morse (Ore) ap- 
plied fresh pressure on party lead- 
ers today for passage of two more 
veterans aid bills. 
Four, of them — including 
the 
terminal leave bond cashing meas- 
ure which went to President Tru- 
man — won Senate approval in a' 
long Saturday session. 
But Morse's chances for 
quick 
action on his proposals 
appeared 
dim as the result of a promise by 
GOP chiefs giving top priority to- 
day to legislation seeking an ' in- 
vestigation into the Justice Depart- 
ment's 
handling of vote 
fraud 
charges in the 1946 Kansas 
City 
Democratic primary. 
Despite the prospect of prolonged 
depate on this 
measure, 
Morse 
said he intended "to do whatever 
I can" to bring his two bills to a 
vote today. They would: 


1. Increase salary ceilings cover- 
ing 
on-the-job veterans training 
from the present $175 a month for 
single -veterans to $200, and from 
$200 to $250 for those who are mar- 
ried. 


2. Authorize a 15 percent hike in 
grants to disabled veterans under 
a rehabilitation program. 
Neither bill has been acted upon 
by the House, which 
makes 
it 


doubtful that Congress could com- 
plete consideration by 
Saturday, 


the date scheduled 
for adjourn- 
ment. 


The terminal pay bond measure 
won approval by a vote of 85 to 0. 
It authorizes, but does not 
re- 
quire, the cashing after September 
1 of an estimated $1,800000000 in 
special five;year bonds held by an 
estimated 9000,000 veterans. 


against the employers before he 
can make general promises to the 
membership. 


If he were boss of the recording 


field, however, Mr. Petrillo would 
have nobody to threaten. Instead, 
he might conceivably run into a 
little labor trouble. For ho would 
have to set the fees for the perfor- 
mers who made records. Unless 
ho wanted to put money in 
tho 


members' pockets with one hand 
and take it out with the other, he 
would have to set fees which al- 
lowed him to at least break even. 
There would be no more dickering 
by top orchestra leaders with sev- 
eral recording companies for the 
best deal they could get. 


This is not to say tlint Mr. Pe- 


trillo doesn't have a case for his 
membership on many points. It is 
obviously unfair, for instance, that 
a disc jockey can make a six-figure 
annual salary by playing records 
for which the performing musicians 
received only a single modest fee. 
But a policy of made work nnd 
feather-bedding doesn't seem the 
best cure for this condition. 


Mr. Petrillo has hurt his men's 
cause by his defiant, dictatorial 
attitude and by his own unfairness. 
In fact, he has hurt the cause of 
all labor. For his past perform- 
ances certainly contributed to the 
public indignation which gave rise, 
to laws restricting the power of 
unions. If he now goes ahead with 
his proposal to solve the musicians' 
problems by creating a record- 
making monopoly, somebody 
is 


pretty sure lo throw the book at 
him oven harder.

Flood Control Projects Cut 
Soil Erosion and Provide 
New Sources of Electricity

In true angina poctoris there are 
repeated attacks of pain beneath 
the breast bone or sternum which 
vary from a slight sense of heavi- 
ness to severe vise-like pain. Us- 
ual cause is physical exertion such 
as climbing stairs, walking against 
a heavy wind, or performing some 
unnacustomccl physical task. Oth- 
er factors are excitement, worry, or 
a heavy meal. 
Chest pains in angina pectoris 


have, a tendency to radiate to the 
left shoulder and arm. Nerve con- 
nections from the shoulder 
arm 
and chost are connected.in the neclt 
so that impulses which originate 
within the chest may appear to be 
coming from the upper extremity. 


Angina pectoris becomes more 
frequent as we grow older, being 
most frequent after 50. Arteries 
which supply the heart muscle with 
blood develop patches of hardening 
and this interferes with the blood 
flow during periods of extra de- 
mand. Chest pains resulting from 
hardening of the arteries arc not 
lo bo confused with those which 
occur when a clot forms in the 
circulation (coronary thrombosis). 


Limit Activities 
Physichms advise patients with 
angina pectoris to limit their act- 
ivities to the point at which the 
licart muscle circulation is adequate 
It is much better lo do things ev- 
enly and smoothly than to work in 
spurts. 
. 
Over-eating is to be avoided be- 
cause n full stomach can cause dis- 
tress, f the patient is overweight 
he should reduce to lessen the ex-' 
tra load the heart must carry 'in 
attempting to circulate the blood 
through unnecessary fat. 
Smoking tends 
: to constrict the 
arteries and it may induce attacks 
of angina pectoris. 


QUESTION: I have been told that 
I can'neutralize the constricting ef- 
fect of tobacco upon my arteries 
by drinking a highball at the same 
time. 
ANSWER: Investigations by Di'. 
Grace Roth show that the effect of 
tobacco on the circulation is rapid, 
while the dilating effect of alcohol 
is slow, with the result that your 
vessels will be constricted before 
the alcohol has had u chance to 
work.

It saves the nations precious top- 


soil from washing away. And 
it 


dams up water for electric power 
irrigation and recreation. 


Flood control is planned by the 


U. S. corps of engineers, but Con- 
gress must okay the 
plans 
and 


vote the money for the work. 


The work itself is done by private 
contractors, who bid for the jobs, 
under the guidance of the 
engi- 
neers. 


Floods are stopped in a number 


of ways. .For example 
take 
the 


lower Mississippi river. 


(Below Cairo, 111., the Mississip- 


pi is called the lower river. 
Its 


the upper river from Cairo nil the 
way up to where it starts in Min- 
nesota.) 


When the lower river flooded in 


1927 
Congress told the engineers to 


control it. This is how they did it: 


1. Levees, banks built up behind 


the natural banks of the river to 
keep il from flooding over into the 
countryside. 


2. Channels. More lhan 150 miles 


of river were wiped oul by culling 
new channels through bends where 
the river had built up too much 
pressure. 


3. Flopdways. 
Dry 
reservoirs 


were built near the river. River 
water is allowed to flow into ihem 
at 
a 
flood time. 


This water is held in the reser- 


voirs until the danger of flood is 
past. Then it is turned back into 
the river. 


4. Revetments. These are 
mats 


of concrete, metal or willows built 
along some levees to keep them 
from caving or washing away. 


So much for whats been done, 


and is being done, on the 
lower 
river. 


In 1937 the Ohio river ran wild. 


Then Congress told the engineers 
to work out flood control for 
the 


whole nation. 


They came up with a plan to pre- 


vent floods in any river or place 
where they might' occur. This plan 
includes: 


Not only the upper Mississippi 


Ohio and the great Missouri, Ar- 
kansas and Red rivers but rivers 
as far away as the Sacramento in 
California and the Connecticut 
in 


New England. 
Except for the war years, the en- 


gineers have been working on that 
plan since 1938. At the rate they're 
going, they won't finish it for 40 
years. 
The rate depends upon the money 


Congress gives them. Thais 
why 


President Truman asked Congress 
yesterday to vote money to do the 
job in 10 years. 
This is the job the engineers have 
been doing: 
. 
i 


1. Dams or 
reservoirs. 
Water 
fronrrriain rivers can 
be turned 


into them to prevent flooding. 


2. Levees, where necessary. 
3. Floodwalls. 
Concrete 
walls 


built around city shorelines. 


4. Reforestation. Rainwater, not 


absorbed by trees or other plant 
life, runs off into streams which in 


into 
rivers 
swelling 


rainwater, 
the 


Agriculture Department has start- 
ed a tree-planting program. 


5. Plowing. This means plowing 


in sjch a way that topsoil wonl 
wash away from 
farmland lhat 


slopes toward tho rivers. 


Example: Contour 
plowing, 
in 


which the furrows run parallel to a 
river, instead of straight furrows 
that run directly toward a river. 


Those are Ihe main methods of 


flood control, ut some of them can 
be turned to other uses. For ex- 
ample take the water in dams or 
reservoirs: 


1. In dry country it can be chan- 


nelled off to irrigate the soil 
in- 


slead of flowing back into a river. 


2. In some places the dammed 


up water can be used for electric 
power. 


3. Or the dammed up water can 
be used for recreation, 
such 
as 


fishing, sailing swimming.

Washington, July 21 —(IP)— 
Re- 


publican Senator Morse (Ore) ap- 
plied fresh pressure on party lead- 
ers today for passage of two more 
veterans aid bills. 
Four, of them — including 
the 
terminal leave bond cashing meas- 
ure which went to President Tru- 
man — won Senate approval in a' 
long Saturday session. 
But Morse's chances for 
quick 
action on his proposals 
appeared 
dim as the result of a promise by 
GOP chiefs giving top priority to- 
day to legislation seeking an ' in- 
vestigation into the Justice Depart- 
ment's 
handling of vote 
fraud 
charges in the 1946 Kansas 
City 
Democratic primary. 
Despite the prospect of prolonged 
depate on this 
measure, 
Morse 
said he intended "to do whatever 
I can" to bring his two bills to a 
vote today. They would: 


1. Increase salary ceilings cover- 
ing 
on-the-job veterans training 
from the present $175 a month for 
single -veterans to $200, and from 
$200 to $250 for those who are mar- 
ried. 


2. Authorize a 15 percent hike in 
grants to disabled veterans under 
a rehabilitation program. 
Neither bill has been acted upon 
by the House, which 
makes 
it 


doubtful that Congress could com- 
plete consideration by 
Saturday, 


the date scheduled 
for adjourn- 
ment. 


The terminal pay bond measure 
won approval by a vote of 85 to 0. 
It authorizes, but does not 
re- 
quire, the cashing after September 
1 of an estimated $1,800000000 in 
special five;year bonds held by an 
estimated 9000,000 veterans. 


against the employers before he 
can make general promises to the 
membership. 


If he were boss of the recording 


field, however, Mr. Petrillo would 
have nobody to threaten. Instead, 
he might conceivably run into a 
little labor trouble. For ho would 
have to set the fees for the perfor- 
mers who made records. Unless 
ho wanted to put money in 
tho 


members' pockets with one hand 
and take it out with the other, he 
would have to set fees which al- 
lowed him to at least break even. 
There would be no more dickering 
by top orchestra leaders with sev- 
eral recording companies for the 
best deal they could get. 


This is not to say tlint Mr. Pe- 


trillo doesn't have a case for his 
membership on many points. It is 
obviously unfair, for instance, that 
a disc jockey can make a six-figure 
annual salary by playing records 
for which the performing musicians 
received only a single modest fee. 
But a policy of made work nnd 
feather-bedding doesn't seem the 
best cure for this condition. 


Mr. Petrillo has hurt his men's 
cause by his defiant, dictatorial 
attitude and by his own unfairness. 
In fact, he has hurt the cause of 
all labor. For his past perform- 
ances certainly contributed to the 
public indignation which gave rise, 
to laws restricting the power of 
unions. If he now goes ahead with 
his proposal to solve the musicians' 
problems by creating a record- 
making monopoly, somebody 
is 


pretty sure lo throw the book at 
him oven harder.

ich, 
the 
Russian' occultist and 
oriental savant, whose disciples re- 
garded him as God, and inasmuch 
as Ihis book was labelled as Roer- 
ich's "first message," the message 
seems to me to be a key to Henry 
Wallace's plan for the future of 
mankind.
